Twelve 
exhibitors brought out a total of 113 head and eight of the 
twelve broke into the blue ribbon winning column.

and lacks somewhat in masculinity of head and neck when 
compared with the superlative son of Man-O-War. It is 
rare indeed, however, when an aged bull class in any show 
can bring out two such remarkable representatives of the 
breed as these. In third place, Osborndale Joash Ollie 
Homestead, Mrs. Kellogg’s pet bull, and the highest rank- 
ing three-year-old in this section (three-year-olds showing 
with the aged bulls here) fitted in well above Dutchland 
Colantha Change Johanna, a son of Dutchland Colantha 
The Great heading the Knowles string, with Hurlwood Sir 
Canary Walker in fifth place for Hurlwood and Robert- 
son’s Trenton grand champion, King Piebe of York 5lst, 
in sixth position.

This class provided the ringside considerable oppor- 
tunity for discussion, but there was general agreement on 
the selection of H. O. Norris’ Glencliff M B B Fobes Jet- 
tine, great daughter of Marathon Bess Burke which he pur- 
chased in the recent Brentwood Sale, for first position. As 
she gets nearer to freshening, she is filling out into one of 
the really great aged cows of the year, and as she is due 
right after Waterloo, a word of warning is offered to the 
other good cows of the year although it will not reach 
them until after the Waterloo placings are made. Eddy’s 
great record-maker, Trixy Ormsby Beets, one of the daugh- 
ters of Ormsby Sensation 45th, looked well in second place. 
She finishes in November in Class C and already has over 
23,000 lbs.—a real cow. Floss Rag Apple Pontiac, Mrs. 
Kellogg’s famous 30,000-lb. producer, showing dry, was in 
third place, with Eddy showing in fourth on Newmont

One of the largest and best Hol- 
stein shows in the history of Indiana 
State Fair was passed upon by L. S. 
Gillette of Iowa this year. Besides a 
better representation than usual from 
the home state, there were’ seven 
complete show herds from six other 
states. These included the L. J. Chap- 
man herd from Kansas City, Mo., 
which had in addition to the junior 
champion bull, twenty-two ribbons in- 
cluding four firsts, two seconds and 
three thirds.

Paul P. Stew- 
art, Maynard, Iowa, brought out both 
female champions and his sixteen 
other ribbons included four firsts and 
five thirds.

LTHOUGH there were only eighty head of Holsteins 
A on exhibition at Brockton this year, the usual high 
quality of the show was maintained. 

Maytag Farms of lowa virtually swept the boards, tak- 
ing all championships, winning all groups of classes, and 
taking all but three firsts in the individual classes. Of 
these three they had no entry in two of them. It was a 
smashing victory, and certainly no mean honor at a show 
of this calibre. 

The other firsts were won by R. E. Eddy of Vermont 
on his three-year-old heifer, and by H. O. Norris, owner of 
Wimbledon Farms in Maryland with their senior vearling 
heifer and heifer calf. The latter organization is a new- 
comer to the show circuit, but the string they are carrying 
on ther maiden voyage would do credit to many a veteran 
campaigner. 

The Bulls 


The show started with the bull calf class. Appro- 
priately enough, the first animal in the ring was Maytag’s 
Sir Posch Ormsby Inka, and he had no difficulty in hold- 
ing his position. Fresh from his junior championship at 
Syracuse the week before, he went through to similar 
honors here. Robertson Farms had a good son of Piebe 
Homestead of York in second place. 

The yearling class, which is not split at Brockton, had 
no outstanding top. After some shifting around, a son of 
Prince Ormsby Inka May from Maytag Farms finally land- 
ed in top place. Robertson had two sons of Piebe Home- 
stead of York in second and third. The third prize bull 
was a big flashy follow, who showed very well at the 
walk, but he didn’t quite hold it standing. 

Prince Ormsby Aaggie Homestead won the two-year-old 
ciass, and repeated his performance of the week before by 
going through to grand championship, defeating Man-O- 
War 30th for the senior award. Man-O-War 32d, the other 
Maytag bull, followed in second place. 

The aged bull class was easily topped by Man-O-War 
30th. Robertson had a son of King Piebe of York in sec- 
ond position, followed by Hurlwood’s former Reserve All- 
American. 

The Female Classes 
A truly great class of aged cows lined up before the 
judge.

In the senior yearling class Wimbledon Farms 
daughter of Sir Inka May from old Ruby Fayne Posch 
in first place. The ringside Solomons favored Hurl- 
wood’s winning heifer calf at Eastern States last year for 
top position, and it did seem that fourth prizes was a little 
scvere for a heifer with such splendid rump, body and 
udder.

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Too Much Production 


AIRY markets are suffering seriously from surplus 
D production. Washington estimates are that average 

production per cow in August was about 4% under 
last year, principally on account of reduced grain feeding 
due to low prices, but this is offset by an increase of about 
4% in the total number of dairy cows on farms. A 
noticeable shift to fall freshening is recorded and with a 
considerable increase in the numbers of heifers freshen- 
ing for the first time this fall and winter, further increases 
in total production are anticipated during the fall and win- 
ter months. 


On the other side of this situation and contributing to 
its seriousness from a marketing standpoint is a decrease 
in consumption in spite of prevailing low prices to the 
consumer estimated by the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nemics at 3.7% for the first eight months of 1932 as com- 
pered with the smilar period of 1931. The situation has 
been helped somewhat during the past year by compara- 
tively low quantities of butter and other dairy products in 
storage, but the butter stocks in September have been 
increasing at a time when normally this movement is in 
the other direction, with the result that the market has 
been weak and hesitant in constrast to the usual seasonal 
improvement. 

One of the most important reasons for this situation— 
ar:ide from the decreased per captia consumption—is in 
the fact that the normal culling program in dairy herds 
has very largely broken down, inspite of the urgent ad- 
vice of dairy leaders generally. Beef prices have been 
low so that very small returns could be secured from ani- 
mals culled out and sold to the butcher, and the tendency 
of herd owners has been to produce as much milk as pos- 
sible to bolster farm cash returns. 

As general business conditions improve, a correspond- 
ing improvement in consumption of dairy products is to 
be expected, but it seems evident for the figures that 
diastrously low prices for milk and dairy products will 
continue for sometime unless dairymen are willing to make 
drastic reductions in the size of their herds through the 
culling process. A 10% reduction in our dairy cattle po- 
pulation (some authorities even recommend 15%) taken 
from the poorest producers would stablize the whole dairy 
market situation and insure greater returns in gross in- 
come and imineasurably larger net income to every dairy- 
man, while the effect of such a procedure upon future gen- 


eration or our dairy herds would be a worthwhile gain in 
itself. 


We do not anticipate any such drastic culling program 
will be put through by the dairymen of this country but the 
nearer we can come to approximately it the better will be 
the general dairy situation immediately and through the 
years. What a wonderful thing it would be for all con- 
cerned if some arrangement could be worked out whereby 
this low priced beef, not needed in dairy production, could 
be made available for the welfare and relief mobilization 
tu feed the hungry this coming winter. 
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A New England Milk Problem 

AST month the two largest milk distributors in the 
. Boston area sent notice to their producers, advising 

that on and after September 16 a higher standard 
of butterfat content be required. H. B. Hood & Sons, Ine. 
notified their producers that herd owners whose average 
test is less than 3.4% in any two of three consecutive tegt 
periods will be asked to seek another market, while Whit- 
ing & Company will require every herd selling milk to 
them to meet a 3.7% fat test. Both notices state that to 
increase average herd test closer attention must be given 
to the fat test of individual cows and some changes must 
or necessity be made in herds whose average test does not 
meet this standard. 

Holstein milk producers of New England selling to 
tiese companies, which buy their supply from most of 
the New England States, are very much disturbed over 
this drastic and arbitrary order and feel that it is an in. 
justice, coming, as it does, during the basic rating period. 

We sincerely hope that New England Holstein herd 
owners will not be stampeded into a general program of 
mixed breeds in their herds. There is a lot of grief con- 
nected with the operation of the mixed herds and a world 
of disappointment in store for herd owners who put in sup- 
pcsedly high testing cows merely on the strength of their 
color. 

Perhaps an aroused public sentiment on the part of pro- 
caucers concerned may result in modification of this drastic 
and unreasonable requirement and perhaps, as some of our 
authorities on genetics believe, it may be possible to 
breed higher testing Holsteins without sacrificing the 
other essential and desirable qualities of the breed. At 
best, however, it is a long-term program and our advice to 
herd owners affected by these orders as the best way to 
meet the immediate situation is to put into practice at 
once one of the commonly used methods of standardization. 
It has been proven time and again that by standardization 
it is possible to produce a 3.7% or a 4% milk most eco- 
nomically from Holstein cows. It can be handled simply 
through the use of a cream separator, by fore milking or 
by drawing off a little milk from the bottom of a holding 
can. Any one of these system results in raising the test 
to the demands of the market and simply provides a little 
very valuable skimmilk or very low testing milk that may 
be used in calf raising or for poultry or hogs. 

Regardless of state laws on the subject, we have never 
yet heard of a producer being prosecuted for improving the 
fat test of his milk. As earnestly as we know how, we 
want to urge New England Holstein owners by these 
orders to work out their problem along this line rather 
than be stampeded into some action which may have a far- 
reaching unfortunate influence upon the whole future of 
their herds.

OR our cover illustration this week, we have selected 
Man-O-War 30th, grand champion at the Eastern States 
Exposition 1932. This bull has a notable show ring 
record. This season, in addition to his winning at Eastern 
States, he was grand champion at Iowa and Missouri 
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State Fairs, and first prize aged bull at New York State 
Fair and Brockton Fair, losing the grand championship to 
his stablemate, the sensational two-year-old, Prince 
Ormsby Aaggie Homestead. Their fifth meeting of the 
year at Eastern States was, therefore, a sort of rubber 
game for them, each having taken the championship twice 
this year with the other as runner-up. Last year, in three- 
year-old form, Man-O-War 30th was grand champion at the 
National Dairy Show, first in his class at Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, Minnesota State Fair, taking All-Ameri- 
can honors for the three-year-old class in 1931. The 
previous year as a ittwo-year-old, he was Reserve All-Ameri- 
can winner, being senior and grand champion at Minne- 
sota State Fair and second to Charlie Griffith’s great bull, 
Mount Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, who was the All-Ameri- 
can winner that year, at the National, Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, and Iowa State Fair. Man-O-War 30th, as 
his name indicates, is a son of the famous sire, Man-O- 
War, who is rapidly winning a place as the outstanding 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th. The bull is 
intensely line bred in the blood of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes. His dam, Ruby Karen Mercedes Ormsby, with 
a record of 765 lbs. fat in a year as a three-year-old, being 
sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 22d, while the 
second dam, Ruby Karen Mercedes, with a yearly record 
of 780 lbs. fat, was sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
14th, one of the most famous show sons of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes. Thus, Man-O-War, the sire of 30th, as 
well as his own dam and granddam were each sired by one 
of the best known sons of old Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes. Man-O-War 30th was bred by Wm. Schmidt’s Sons, 
Empire Stock Farm, St. Peter, Minn., his dam being Em- 
pire Colantha Veeman Pearl with a junior two-year-old 
record of 600.8 lbs. fat, 18,344.9 lbs. milk, she being a 
grandson of Sir Veeman Hengerveld, noted century and 
foundation sire of the W. D. Robens herd in New York 
State. The second dam of 30th is inbred in the Colantha- 
Creamelle-Changling families of Dutchland Farms. Man-O- 
War 30th was sold by his breeders, the Schmidts, ito Ed. 
Hofland, Menomonie, Wis., being shown in their joint 
names as a two-year-old, and in Mr. Hofland’s name as a 
three-year-old. This past summer, 30th was purchased by 
E. H. Maytag to head the outstanding show herd that is 
representing Maytag Dairy Farms at ‘the shows this year.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The leading article in the July 2 issue of the World by 
Supt. Norton is most timely and very helpful in the pres- 
ent state of the dairy breeder’s mind about mature equiva- 
lents. The question of adjusting records to mature equiva- 
lents has been agitated for a long time. The dairy breed 
associations have kept aloof from practicing it, although 
the associations have been severely criticized for not 
adopting it. 

Supt. Norton very ably shows the difficulties that such 
practice will represent. I believe that it is a problem 
loaded with dynamite. The Association should keep to its 
policy of presenting facts about the breed’s production in 
actual production. Let the individual breeder who wants 
to have some mental exercise besides his mental strain 
he has with his actual problems in his daily routine, do 
all the mental acrobatic stunts in converting the produc- 
tion of his herd to the theoretical possibilities and pos- 
sible capabilities of his herd’s performance. 

In the March issue of the Guernsey Breeders Journal 
Prof. Ernest L. Anthony has very truly named this mental 
exercise as “pencil pushing’ and made an earnest plea 
when he calls to “Let us have a little less pencil pushing, 
record comparisons and more record making.” 

In the July 1 issue of the same journal Prof. V. A. Rice 
comes to the defense of this “pencil pushing” and tells 
us that the Advanced Registry requirements recognize the 
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fact that two-year-old heifers will produce less than 
mature cows, but “do not officially recognize age conver- 
sion factors” and he asks “How come?” 

The breed requirements for production recognize that 
age affects production. Hence they require a certain 
minimum for different ages. The conversion factors have 
no relation to these requirements. Prof. Rice advises us 
that the conversion factors are better than “twiddling our 
thumbs.” I doubt if it produces better results than twid- 
dling our thumbs. 

Supt. Norton shows that while the averages are right, 
the individual differ. The individual breeder is more 
interested in the production of the individual animal he 
owns than in average of the breed. The reporting of in- 
dividual production by conversion factors will mislead the 
individual breeder into believing that he has a two or 
three-year-old that is capable of producing considerably 
more than she actually will produce. 

Let us quit “pencil pushing” and watch our individual 
cows instead of losing ourself in a maze of abstract mathe- 
matical formulas and equations. This conversion table is 
good mental exercise for swivel chair breeders but danger- 
ous factors to play with by the average breeder. Thanks, 
Mr. Norton, for your clear-sightedness and courage to ex- 
press this matter so plainly and effectively, even though it 
will raise the disapproval of authorities.

Quon-Quont topped this class with Quon-Quont Rhea 
Modest, a youngster just six days out of the senior calf 
class. She is sired by their junior sire, Quon-Quont Sir 
Modest, out of Rhetta Pluto, oldest daughter of Abegweit 
Pluto in their herd. She is a beautifully turned thing that 
would have caused some real head scratching in the calf 
class if she had been born a week later. Quon-Quont 
Isabelle Pluto, a daughter of Pluto now owned by Frank 
Knowles, placed in second position, this being the heifer 
donated by Quon-Quont to the benefit sale of the New 
England Association held last spring. Osborndale’s Syra- 
cuse winner, Pabst Cascade Louise, placed third and May- 
tag’s Ormsby Kinnikinnic Jewel, a smoothly turned daugh- 
ter of the Prince bull, was in fourth place. From the side- 
lines, the Pluto heifer did not have quite the substance 
to place above either of these splendid heifers.

Heifer Calves (16) 

There was nothing to it here but Osborndale Flora Pon- 
tiac Inka May, the Osborndale junior champion at Syra- 
cuse. This daughter of Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne and 
Floss Rag Apple Pontiac, the 30,000-lb. cow that placed 
third in the aged cow class here, is easily one of the great 
calves of the year, both in size and in quality. She may be 
a bit up on legs (as Triune Papoose Piebe was at that 
age) but she still has plenty of body and substance, a beau- 
tiful top and rump and worlds of character. She is prob- 
ably not quite as clean cut in the throat as Papoose was 
at that age nor quite as sophisticated and lustrous as 
Bessie Ormsby Gladice was last year, but she is a real 
heifer calf, boys, and don’t forget that. After picking the 
biggest calf in the class to head the line, the judges went 
to the other extreme and filled out their line with young- 
sters, Eddy taking second with a daughter of Newmont 
Ormsby De Kol Burke, Maytag third with a March daugh- 
ter of Posch and Quon-Quont fourth with a daughter of 
Pluto, before they found a place for Osborndale’s other 
daughter of Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne that stood second 
to the Flora heifer at Syracuse. As a result, the line-up 
made a rather uneven appearance, but at that some of 
those babies near the top are bound to be outstanding jun- 
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ior yearlings another year unless all indications go wrong,

The Championships 

When it came to the senior bull section, the only con- 
testants were Man-O-War 30th and Prince Aaggie Ormsby 
Homestead. It was the fifth meeting of the year for these 
two Maytag stalwarts, and each had two grand champion- 
ships to his credit. The older bull made it best three out 
of five by winning—and we think in the form they showed 
here, the judges’ decision was generally applauded. The 
Maytag calf, Sir Posch Ormsby Inka, easily annexed the 
junior title as he has at four of the five shows where 
exhibited this year. 

In the competition for junior female championship were 
the Osborndale heifer calf, Osborndale Flora Pontiac Inka 
May, the Quon-Quont junior yearling, Quon-Quont Rhea 
Modest, and the Hurlwood senior yearling, Hurlwood Inka 
Posch Walker. The Osborndale calf took the honor 
handily at Syracuse but was noticeably off form when she 
came in for the championship competition and defied Fred 
Nichols’ efforts to make her strut her stuff. The Hurl- 
wood heifer finally received the junior purple. She has 
devloped very nicely inded from her position as one of the 
best calves of last year, although still a little easy in the 
loin. We believe the Osborndale calf is more outstanding 
in her class than either of the other two junior champion- 
ship contenders, but the way she was showing for it we 
do not think the judges can be criticized for their decision. 

The senior championship award took an hour to decide 
with the whole battle between the aged cow, Glencliff M 
B B Fobes Jettine, the Norris entry, and Empire Lassie 
Ormsby Maid, the Maytag four-year-old. Both were dry, 
both are sensational for their ages. The cow has more 
stretch and dairy appearance, in fact making the four-year- 
old look a little “chuffy’’ by comparison, and appears to 
be rather materially better in the udder so far as shape 
and attachment are concerned. The heifer on the other 
hand is slightly stronger in the loin, and has a wonderful 
flash and finish, that has carried her through the past two 
seasons undefeated in class, although right now perhaps 
slightly over-done as to condition. So carefully did Judge 
Elder go over them in his comparative analysis that not a 
single unsplit hair was unobserved when he had finished. 
The four-year-old finally received the call, although not 
by any means a unanimous one. However, either one 
makes a highly satisfactory grand champion of as great 
a show as Eastern States Exposition.

Maytag with his group including both grand champions 
headed the graded herd class handily, while Osborndale 
topped the young herd section and R. E. Eddy beat out 
the Maytag, Osborndale and Norris strong entries of 
dairy cows to take the dairy herd class with four daugh- 
ters of Ormsby Sensation 45th. The same group stayed 
in the ring to place second in the sensational get of sire 
class, which was topped by the undefeated Man-O-War 
group. Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, the Osborndale sire, 
placed third above ‘the splendid young group by Abegweit 
Pluto, with the Piebe Homestead of York group, contain- 
ing two first prize bulls, in fifth place. Mr. Norris’ very 
uniform young get by Sir Inka May which won first at 
Maryland, could do no better than sixth in this company, 
with so many mature gets in competition. Mr. E. H. May- 
tag was presented with the handsome silver trophy offered 
by Mr. Frank P. Knowles to the winner of the Get of Sire 
class. Maytag and Eddy also placed one-two in the pro- 
duce of dam section, a pair of full sisters—the grand cham- 
pion and the third prize two-year-old by Man-O-War from 
Mankato Lassie Ormsby—continuing their unbeaten course 
in class.

New York State is proud of its great pure bred dairy cattle breeding industry. According 


to the 1930 Federal Census, New York ranks 


1st for Ayrshires 

3rd for Guernseys 
1st for Holsteins 
10th for Jerseys 


No other state in the Union can claim as high a rank for all 
four of these leading breeds. 

New York breeders were pioneers in this vital work of improving 
the dairy herds of the Nation. In past years, New York State 
breeders have sent out foundationing breeding animals that 
have helped to build up the dairy industry of the whole country. 


Although New York is generally recognized as a part of the 
industrial East, the dairy industry is it biggest business. At 
present, there are over 2,000,000 dairy cattle on New York 
farms. 


In common with all other progressive states, New York during 
the past 15 years and more has been zealous in the control and 
elimination of bovine tuberculosis. Our problem has _ been 
greater than that of any other state. Our herds were older 
established and this disease had secured more of a foothold 
before the eradication effort was commenced in earnest. 


Recognizing the eradication of tuberculosis as a public health 
question, New York State, since this work was started seri- 
ously in 1918, has slaughtered 600,000 head of reacting animals 
and has paid back to herd owners approximately $40,000,000 
in indemnities for the loss of their animals. At present, there 
are in New York State 78,460 herds containing 1,013.538 cattle 
accredited as free from this disease; 38,300 additional herds are 
listed as having passed one clean test; 1,447,781 head are now 
under supervision; twelve counties have now become modified 
accredited areas. The work is still going forward with about 
122,000 animals per month being tested and about 7,800 reactors 
being removed and slaughtered monthly. 


This immense slaughter of diseased animals has resulted in 
the creation of a great demand for replacements in the herds 
suffering the losses. Up to 1925, New York was an exporting 
state, but from 1926 to 1931 inclusive a total of 145,128 more 
eattle were brought into the state than were exported. For 
1932 importations have ranged from 4,999 to 10,000 head per 
month a large proportion grade cows. Many of these animals 
iniported have been highly desirable additions to New York’s 
dairy cow population—but all too many of them have been culls 
from dairy herds in other states—sold at a very low price— 
so many in fact that we have become greatly concerned over 
their effect upon New York’s dairy herds in future generations. 
ALONG WITH THE WORK OF TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL 
and eradication has come the necessity of coping with the 
Bang’s Disease situation. Most of our dairy states now have 
set up regulations requiring all animals admitted from outside 
to pass a negative blood test for abortion disease. New York 
State last year set up a similar requirement, but with the great 
flood of cattle coming into the State, as shown above. it was 
found that this simple regulation was not proving sufficient to 
prevent importation of large numbers of animals infected with 
this disease. As a check on this work, 1,519 animals were re- 
tested immediately after unloading from the cars at point of 
destination in New York State. Of these only 78.9% passed as 
free from abortion disease—10.9% being definite reactors and 
10.2% suspicious—an appalling percentage when applied to the 
whole number of animals being shipped into New York from 
outside sources. 
These facts form the background for the new ruling by this de- 
partment took effect October 1, 1932. This order sets up the 
following requirements: 

“All cattle over six months of age imported for dairy or 

breeding purposes shall come directly from herds cer- 

tified to be free from Bang’s disease by the chief live 





stock sanitary official by whatever name known of the 
country, province or state of origin. Such animals at the 
time of import must be accompanied by a certificate 
authenticated by such live stock sanitary official show- 
ing the name and address of the laboratory or person 
making the last blood test on such herd with a com- 
plete statement of the results of such test on the ani- 
mal so imported. Such certificate shall describe each 
animal in such manner as to enable its identification 
by ear tag number, name and registration number in the 
case of pure breds and ear tag number in the case of 
grades. Such certificate shall include or be accompanied 
by the certificate above mentioned as to freedom of the 
herd from Bang’s disease. A duplicate of such authenti- 
cated certificate or certificates must be filed with the 
Department of Agriculture and Markets, Albany, N. Y., 
by the consignee at the time the shipment is received, 
unless such duplicate has ‘‘previously been filed by the 
consignor.”’ 


Eixceptions to the order are animals consigned to public stock 
yards for immediate slaughter and beef type animals for feed- 
ing or grazing purposes. 


Recognizing the importance of the pure bred breeding in- 
dustry in New York State and desiring to afford breeders 
the opportunity of securing herd sires or other breeding 
animals especially desired or needed for the improvement 
of their herds, wherever such animals may: be located, this 
Department will grant special permits for New York breed- 
ers to bring in from other states such pure bred animals 
for their own herds upon satisfactory evidence of their 
health status and merit as breeding animals, even though 
they do not come from Accredited Abortion-free herds. 


This statement is being published in WHolstein-Friesian 
World so that Holstein breeders may understand fully the 
reasons for the position taken by the New York State De- 
partment of Agriculture and Markets, and may also be in- 
formed that New York State does not desire or intend to 
restrict unduly legitimate trade with sister states in de- 
sirable pure bred breeding animals.

A little item in the September 24 
World mentioned briefly a_ transac- 
tion of considerable importance—an 
exchange of services for a year be- 
tween Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., and Orrville L. Hamer, Water- 
loo, Iowa. 





Sir Pietertje Boy Creator, who 
comes to Pabst Farms for the next 
twelve months, succeeds a great line 
of history-making sires, beginning 
with King Pontiac Champion, a cen- 
tury son of King of the Pontiacs, 
who came into the herd in- 1910, and 
from whom, through his long list of 
800-lb. fat daughters, half the pres- 
ent Pabst herd is directly descended. 
He was succeeded by several of his 
outstanding sons, and by Korndyke 
Segis Johanna, a great proven son 
of the first 38-lb. cow, Pontiac Lady 
Korndyke. In 1918, Creator came 
into the herd as a small calf to be 
developed into a Gold Medal century 
sire and he was followed in 1922 by 
King Segis Alcartra Prilly, a proven 
sire and grand champion show bull 
from California, who also became a 
Gold Medal century sire. In 1929 
came Carnation Sensation, outstand- 
ing son of Sir Inka May, to assist a 
number of bulls of Prilly-Creator 
breeding, one of which, Pabst Cru- 
sader, goes to Mr. Hamer for a year 
in exchange for the new sire, Sir 
Pietertje Boy Creator. 

This young bull, who has. seen 
some service in the Hamer herd, 
traces right back to Pabst breeding. 
His sire, Pietertje Boy Creator, is a 
bull bred and developed by Mr. 
Hamer, sired by Pabst Creator Blos- 
som, a Pabst-bred son of Creator 
that formerly stood in the Hamer 
herd. Pietertje Boy Creator has one 
daughter with 903.3 lbs. fat as a 
junior four-year-old and four others 
with two-year-old records averaging 
well over 600 lbs. fat. Besides these 
A. R. S. O. records, he has been well 
proven in D. H. I. A. work, with 
thirteen dam-daughter comparisons 
showing an average increase of 157 
lbs. fat or a 35% increase of daugh- 
ters over dams. His sire, Pabst 
Creator Blossom, has nine A. R. 
S. O. daughters, including one with 
923 lbs. fat, two others above 800 


lbs. fat and only one of the nine 
falling below 720 lbs. fat. His entire 
list of nine A. R. S. O. daughters 
average 794.36 lbs. fat from 22,- 
443.4 lbs. milk, average test 3.6%, 
the averaging including two two- 
year-old records. This sire was the 
“hero” of Iowa Extension Bulletin 
162, which claims for him an aver- 
age increase of his daughters over 
their dams in D. H. I. A. work of 
112 lbs. fat or 28%. 

The dam of Sir Pietertje Boy Cre- 
ator, the new Pabst herd sire, is De 
Kol Belle Creator Mead, with 835.6 
lbs. fat from 24,684.2 lbs. milk. She 
is a daughter of Pabst Creator Blos- 
som, which makes the young bull a 
double grandson of that’ great 
proven son of Creator. The sire’s 
dam has over 888 lbs. fat giving him 
a great combination of production 
in his pedigree. 

As the picture shows, he is a year- 
ling of most promising type and 
looks like a fitting successor to the 
great Pabst sires of the past. He 
will be mated with the daughters of 
Carnation Sensation and with a few 
other carefully selected cows and 
heifers. 

Pabst Crusader, who goes to Mr. 
Hamer for a year, is now five years 
old and has seen a great deal of 
service at Pabst Farms. He is a son 
of Pabst Admiration, perhaps the 
greatest prize winning son of Crea- 
tor and certainly one of his best as 
a sire of production. The dam of 
“Crusader”’ is the famous blue rib- 
bon show cow and foundation mat- 
ron, Lady Boerinhurst Pontiac, with 
821 lbs. fat. His first daughters are 
just finishing some fine two-year-old 
records and have also distinguished 
themselves in the show ring, one 
being junior champion at Wisconsin 
State Fair 1931 and another first 
prize two-year-old at that show this 
year. Both years his Get placed 
fourth in competition with more ma- 
ture Gets. 


This exchange of services should 
mean much, not only to Pabst Farms 
but also to Mr. Hamer and his sons, 
Burlin and Donald, who are two of 
Iowa’s most successful club mem- 
bers.

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The First Tuberculin Test for the 
control of bovine tuberculosis to be 
made in America was made in Penn- 
sylvania at the request of a cattle 
owner in Delaware County in March, 
1892. Since that date more than 
230,000 cattle infected with this dis- 
ease have been removed from Penn- 
sylvania herds and over fifteen mil- 
lion dollars in indemnities have been 
paid. On July 1, 1932, a total of 
1,234,000 cattle, or almost nine- 
tenths of the cattle in the Common- 
wealth, were under. supervision, 
having passed at least one negative 
test. All of the herds in 47 coun- 
ties have been tested and 45 of these 
counties have been accredited as be- 
ing free of the disease.

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South Dakota State Fair

The Holstein-Friesian show at the 
South Dakota State Fair held during 
the second week in September was 
equal to any previous shows at Huron 
in so far as quality of exhibits is con- 
cerned. The show turned out to be 
a four-cornered battle between “the 
four herds exhibited—the South 
Dakota Penitentiary, the Redfield 
State School and Home, the Wiscon- 
sin Board of Control, and the Iowa 
Board of Control—and the _ results 
could hardly have come closer to be- 
ing a draw. Each herd won several 
firsts and approximately twenty-five 
per cent of the ribbons, and the South 
Dakota herds divided honors on equal 
terms with the foreign herds. 


An outbreak of anthrax in the state 
during the month of August account- 
ed for the reduction in the number of 
Holsteins exhibited. Four additional 
herds were entered. While the dis- 
eases was entirely stamped out  be- 
fore the opening of the fair, some f 
the exhibitors did not feel inclined 
to run the risk of encountering the 
possibility of a new outbreak with the 
chance of undergoing quarantine dur- 
ing the remaining show season. 

The bull classes may be character- 
ized as exceptionally good. Redfield 
Bess Laura Piebe Lad won the mature 
class and the senior championship 
handily and he finally went to grand 
champion over the junior champion, 
Mt. Pleasant King Ona Pietertje 
shown by Iowa Board of Control. The 
ringside was attracted to the senior 
bull calf, Yankton Ormsby Pietertje, 
bred by Yankton State Hospital and 
owned jointly with Redfield School 
and Home. This bull, who stood first 
in his class at Illinois and Minnesota 
and was junior champion at Iowa, was 
a strong contender for junior cham- 
pion at Huron. 


Branline Johanna Ollie, shown by 
the Wisconsin Board of Control, won 
the mature cow class and made a 
very suitable senior champion female. 
For grand champions, he won over the 
judge champion female, S. D. Pen. 
Gerben Eunice, a senior yearling in 
the Penitentiary string. The junior 
champion is a large, smooth, deep 
bodied heifer that stool third last year 
at Huron to the All-American senior 
calf and the Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol heifer. 

Aged herd and dairy herd were won 
by the Wisconsin state herd and 
young herd by Redfield State School 
and Home. The get of Sir Mutual 
Pansy won the get of sire class for 
Redfield. The produce of dam went 
to the South Dakota Penitentiary. 

Axel Hansen did a very satisfac- 
tory job of placing the Holsteins be- 
fore a ringside that was extremely 
small as a result of an unannounced 
change in Holstein Day from Tuesday 
to Monday.

The 
owners, Messrs. Lambert and Web- 
ber, have a beautiful home overlook- 
ing the small lake, which, sur- 
rounded as it is by their fertile 
fields, gives the place its name. Mr. 
Lambert, now retired from business, 
spends most of his time here, while 
his son-in-law, Mr. Webber, gives 
the place what attention his busi- 
ness interests will permit. 

A little later I want to write a 
more detailed story of Lakefield, so 
will hit only the high spots here. 
They have left only a few daughters 
of Count Veeman Segis Piebe, their 
former herd sire, who was a grand 


champion son of “Piebe’’ from a 
1,000-lb. fat daughter of ‘‘Count.” 
One of these daughters, Lakefield 


Segis Mary, was recently reported as 
making a 25,000-lb. record in Class 
B at seven years old and the others 
mostly have good records in this 
classification. I might say that for 
some years now, all testing at Lake- 
field has been in Class B. 

Another former herd sire, Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes 34th, was re- 
cently sold to Clemson College in 
South Carolina, but they have quite 
a number of his get that are doing 
well. 


Of course I was especially inter- 
ested in seeing the two sons of Daisy 
Aaggie Ormsby 3d, the 1,607-lb.”’ 
U. S. Champion, who, you will re- 
member, made her record at Lake- 
field. One of these sons is sired by 
Count Veeman Segis Piebe and the 
other by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
34th. The former has only recently 
returned from Femco Farms in 
Minnesota where he was in service 
on lease for a year and a half and 
the oldest daughters of both sires 
are just finishing their first records. 
It is interesting to note that several 
daughters of both have been making 
retest requirements month after 
month for some time. 

To follow these two sires, or 
rather to assist them as both are 
still in active service, they have 
Ventnor Ormsby Fobes Walker, a 
son of Pabst Crusader from May 
Walker Fobes, that great cow of 
Col. Gustave Pabst’s that adorned 
our front cover on the July 2 issue. 


Arbu Farm 

After looking the herd over, Mr. 
Foster took me to Arbu Farm & 
Kennels, near Oxford. Here we met 
Wilbur Priddy, the manager, and 
Albert Kessler, the herdsman, who 
showed us through the barns. The 
herd was at pasture but we saw a 
few test cows, including the twice 
Reserve All-American Produce — 
Mountain Ash Colantha Ormsby and 
Colantha Mutual Fobes—also the 
daughter of ‘‘Mountain Ash.” Sev- 
eral other famous members of the 
herd such as Wauseona Aaggie Pride 
and Jewel Lilith Pontiac Pride, were 
taking their ease in the test barn, 
but I did not understand that they 
were on test. 

North Star King Mabel Kaye and 
his son, Arbu Ohio Pride, are taking 
care of the service in this herd. The 
son was all fitted for the fall shows 
and he looked like quite an out- 
standing two-year-old. I well re- 
member when he was born three

Benjamin Pringle 

Ben Pringle, of Mayville, is one 
of the pioneers among Chautauqua 
County breeders. The foundation 
animals of his herd have played a 
big part in the development of the 
industry down there. King Segis 
Pontiac Hero and Denton Sir Co- 
lantha Rag Apple, bulls later taken 
over by the Government in breeding 
experiments at Beltsville, Md. were 
formerly in service here. The pres- 
ent herd sires are King Ormsby 
Ideal 15th and Dad Boast Best Segis 
Kimpre. The dairy herd was back 
in the pasture but I saw a promising 
lot of young calves in the barn and 
the herd sire, King Ormsby Ideal 


15th, was at this farm also. He is 
a masculine, stylish fellow, out- 
standingly good in the rump. The 


Pringle home commands a lovely 
view of Chautauqua Lake. The 
Pringle Holsteins have not only made 
possible this productive farm and 
delightful home, but have put the 
three Pringle children through Cor- 
nell University, the daughter now 
being a successful home demonstra- 
tion agent and the oldest son, who 
graduated from Cornell last year, 
now having a position with the Col- 
lege, while the youngest son is soon 
going back for his senior year in the 
agricultural college. The Pringles 
have translated their long hours of 
earnest work into things worth- 
while. 
G. S. Cowles & Son 

Farther down the lake and two 
miles back is the Hillcrest Farm of 
G. S. Cowles & Son. Harold Cowles, 
the junior member of the firm, is 
one of the keenest young fellows 
coming along in the Holstein indus- 
try, a close student of all angles of 
breeding and a discriminating judge 
of type. Incidentally, both senior 
and junior members of the firm 
know the meaning of work as the 
two of them are carrying on all of 
the activities of the farm of 150 
acres and the 60 head of Holsteins 
without additional help. The herd 
has made an outstanding record in 
Cc. T. A. work, with an average last 
year of 470.7 lbs. fat, 13,586 lbs. 
milk for twenty-three cows. I was 
particularly interested to see the 
new herd sire, Man-O-War Lassie, 
purchased early in the present year. 
This bull is by Man-O-War and 
from Mankato Lassie Ormsby, being 
thus a full brother to Empire Lassie 


Ormsby Maid, the All-American 
three-year-old of last year, and a 
maternal brother of Miss Lassie 


Ormsby, Reserve All-American Aged 
Cow. His dam was the dam of the 
All-American Produce and his sire 
and the sire of the All-American 
Get of Sire last year. The bull him- 
self is a credit to both his distin- 
guished sire and dam as an indi- 
vidual, a beautifully turned, low- 
built bull with character and class 
sticking out all over him. Four 
young daughters, purchased along 
with him, indicate that he is going 
to do a satisfactory job as a sire. 
His oldest daughters in milk in 


Minnesota add further’ evidence 
along the same line. King Ormsby 
Ideal 15th and Dad Boast Best Segis 
Kimpre, mentioned above in connec- 
tion with the Pringle herd, are also 
owned in partnership and have left 
a milky and promising lot of off- 
spring here. The older animals of 
the herd are largely sired by the 
former herd bulls, Colantha Sir Rag 
Apple Pontiac and King Veeman Co- 
lantha Yankee. Yankee Darkness 
Colantha, a daughter of the last 
mentioned sire, made 733 lbs. fat 
with a 4.2% test in C. T. A. last 
year. This is the cow that was lead- 
ing the pack in the production con- 
test at New York State Fair this year 
when she was stricken with milk 
fever and eliminated from competi- 
tion. She is also quite an outstanding 
cow for type. You will be hearing 
more about the Cowles herd as time 
goes on. 
James Young 

James A. Young, of Angelica, 
N. Y., has a wonderfully productive 
farm of 232 acres. Corn and alfalfa 
hay form the principal crops, mar- 
keted through one of the highest 
producing herds of pure bred Hol- 
steins in this country. Last year, 
in the herd test, fifteen cows in Class 
C made the fine average of 445.2 lbs. 
fat, 13,582 lbs. milk, in an average 
of only 312 days. Only five of the 
fifteen cows were in mature form. 
The herd this year is in C. T. A. 
work but will go back in the herd 
test another year as Mr. Young is 
thoroughly sold on its value. This 
herd has been consistently among 
the leaders in C. T. A. work in the 
state for years and one member of 
the herd, Edith Lyons Elnora, has 
averaged over 20,000 lbs. milk for 
the past five years. Three members 
of the herd have milked over 100 
lbs. a day in three-time work. King 
Segis Cantrilla Posch, a bull of 
Yates breeding, and a Walker-Co- 
lantha bred bull from the former 
Chapin herd, sired many of the cows 
in the herd. The present herd sire 
is King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
27th, an outstanding yearling son 
of King Bessie from Elmwood. 
His dam, Rose Segis Walker Mer- 
cades, just missed the 800-lb. fat 
mark in her yearly record and is a 
granddaughter of Matador. Segis 
Walker. Mr. Young selected this 
particular son of King Bessie be- 
cause of the Walker breeding on the 
dam’s side to mate with the breed- 
ing already in the herd, and be- 
cause he was especially pleased with 
the type and promise of him. He 
has real class with worlds of sub- 
stance and as an individual he ranks 
among the very good sons of King 
Bessie, which is praise enough. We 
believe you will hear more of King 
Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 27th. Mr. 
Young is ably assisted by his son, 
James A. Young Jr., an active calf 
club worker with four head of his 
own and more on the way. He was 
a prize winner at Syracuse last year 
at the State Fair and promises to 
make an even better showing this 
year.

Olcott Brothers 


One of the best herds in the 
southern tier is that of Olcott Broth- 
ers, Big Flats, near Elmira. They 
have a wonderfully attractive lay- 
out of 250 acres in the Chemung 
Valley. The herd has been in C. T. 
A. work for years and in the office 
are six National Honor Roll certifi- 
cates with a seventh one earned 
last year on their average of 379 lbs. 
fat, 11,294 lbs. milk on _ twenty- 
three cows. They have been breed- 
ing pure bred Holsteins for ten 
years and today all but four mem- 
bers of the herd, aside from the 
herd bulls, have been bred on the 
farm. The herd numbers forty-five 
head at present. Twenty of these 
are daughters of Piebe Triune Pon- 
tiac, a son of Triune Neola Piebe, 
former River Meadow Farms herd 
sire. This bull is doing about the 
best job of siring level rumps we 
have seen in many a day every one 
of the twenty daughters we saw be- 
ing almost beyond criticism in this 
respect. They are particularly 
pleased with the way those in milk 
are testing, the first five to freshen 
averaging 3.73% fat. The junior 
herd sire came from the Robens 
herd and is K P O P Bess 39th, be- 
ing sired by the son of K P O P 
formerly in service in the Robens 
herd and out of K OI Hattie, one 
of the seventeen 800-lb. fat daugh- 
ters of King Ormsby Ideal. Among 
the notable cows in the herd is Bell 
Farm Ruth Colantha, a daughter of 
Sir Romeo Mildred Colantha, who 
led the local association last year 
with a production of 546 lbs. fat, 
16,339 lbs. milk. Bell Farm Hope, 
a daughter of Echo King Sylvia, is 
another of the older cows that has 
done especially well, milking up to 
over 16,000 lbs. milk. The herd 
has been negative to the blood test 
for the past three years and accred- 
ited as tuberculosis-free for many 
years. It is a very up-to-date plant 
with electric fly screens as a part

of the modern equipment. The milk- 
ing is done with a DeLaval outfit 
and the product of the herd is re- 
tailed as special Holstein milk for 
baby use in the nearby cities of 
Elmira and Corning. Tobacco is 
grown as a sideline cash crop, al- 








though protracted dry weather has 
somewhat cut down all the crops 
this year in contrast to other sec- 
tions of the state that have had 
abundant rains. 


The O. U. Kellogg Herd 

Our trip came to its logical end 
with a late afternoon stop for a visit 
at O. U. Kellogg’s Riverside estab- 
lishment at Cortland. Mr. Kellogg, 
a former president of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America and 
for many years its chief counsel, 
maintains a herd of 200 head di- 
vided between the home farm just 
outside of Cortland and the farm at 
Whitney’s Point. Mr. Kellogg has 
been running nearly the whole herd 
at the home farm in Class B semi- 
official test with most interesting 
results. One family has been devel- 
oped where a dam and three daugh- 
ters are all showing tests of about 
4% in their yearly work and milk 
records up to 19,000 or 20,000 lbs. 
are in process of completion. One 
particularly interesting group is 
made up of direct descendants in 
the female line from Jolie Johanna, 
who went from this herd to win 
grand championship at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904. Mr. Kellogg 
is a deep student of breeding and 
has worked out many highly inter- 
esting experiments in_ breeding. 
Many of the younger members of 
the herd and two of the present 
herd sires are sired by a bull of 
Daisy Hill breeding. Jim Reynolds, 
who was present of the afternoon of 
our visit on his way up to Brattle- 
boro, was particularly proud of the 
way these animals are turning out. 
One of the herd sires had just re- 
turned that afternoon from. the 
Cortland County Fair where he 
placed second to McLaury and 
Springstead’s Winterthur Best Segis

pion last year. Especially pleasing 
were the offspring of the Carnation 
bull purchased a couple of years 
ago by Judge Kellogg.

(1,078 lbs. fat, 31,108 lbs. milk), 
one of Carnation’s greatest cows.

Much can be said in these columns 
of the activities and accomplishments 
of New Jersey breeders both past and 
present. New Jersey has always been 
an unusually notable’ factor,’ es- 
pecially when you consider it’s small 
size, in the improvement and develop- 
ment of Holsteins and dairy cattle in 
general. 





Forward New Jersey 

Efficiency is the watchword in New 
Jersey. The breeders cooperate 
closely with the college in its exten- 
sion policies. Sire proving projects 
are getting under way in many states 
and New Jersey is no exception. Our 
good friend, Enos Perry, College 
Dairy Extensionman, who has this 
work in charge and is one of the most 
ardent exponents of it, reports 82 
sires enrolled. The splendid way in 
which New Jersey breeders have co- 
operated with Mr. Perry in this 
project, is doubtless due somewhat to 
the consciousness of the need of 
better bulls which he aroused through 
his “pedigree scoring program”’. 





Pedigree Scoring 

An owner’s opinion of his herd sire 
is often unknowingly prejudiced. The 
views of an outsider, especially of an 
authority, are very helpful. Every 
owner in the State, as many have dur- 
ing the past five years, should send 
for Mr. Perry and have the herd sire 
rated. Mr. Perry will inspect him for 
type and will thoroughly analyze his 
written pedigree. The sire will then 
be given a rating based on his type 
and pedigree calculations which will 
give you a clearer conception of what 
a “good” bull is and whether you 
really have one. 





New Jersey Excels 

The highest milk production per 
cow of any State in the Union is the 
record of New Jersey’s seventeen cow 
Testing Associations. The two hun- 
dred and twenty-five 4-H Club Mem- 
bers in the State own 500 Holsteins. 
Yearly records on 150 in milk average 
over 10,000 pounds of milk and 335 
pounds of fat on twice-a-day milking. 
The highest producing college herd 
on the Honor List last year for the 
United States is another feather in 
New Jersey’s Crown of excellence. 





According to the Dairy Department 
officers, Professors Jack Bartlett and 


Carl Bender, about 75 breeders have 
secured official records on their Hol- 
stein herds during the past 12 years. 
The average of these records, thanks 
to skillful breeding and management, 
surpasses in nearly all classifications 
the averages of all official records 
made on Holsteins in the United 
States. 





Famous New Jersey Sires, Past and 
Present 

King Pontiac Segis Korndyke, 
Korndyke Abbekerk, King Valdessa, 
Tidy Abbekerk King, King Segis 
Champion, Lord Netherland De Kol.

Dairy, and Ormsby Sensation 45th, 
the leading Honor Roll Sire for the 
past year in the United States who 
heads the high-test breeding experi- 
ment at the Turner Institute of Re- 
search. There are other great bulls 
that should be mentioned. 





Personals 

P. P. Van Nuys of Belle Mead, presi- 
dent of the New Jersey State Associa- 
tion introduced the resolution at one 
of our National Conventions some 
years ago that created the Herd Test. 
He is an advocate of this form of test- 
ing and practices what he preaches. 
One of his good ones this year is 
Hillsboro Echo Korndyke, a daughter 
of the Bull Association bull, King Echo 
Pietje Mode. Milking six and one- 
half months, she has already been 
credited with 10,062 pounds of milk 
and 314 pounds of fat on twice-a-day 
milking. Last year this cow produced 
16,296 pounds of milk and 517 pounds 
of fat in Class “B’’—three time milk- 
ing.

Van Hoosen Farm 


Back to lunch at Lakefield with 
Mr. Foster and his charming family, 
and then we started for Detroit, 
going by way of Rochester so as to 
call at Van Hoosen Farm, owned by 
Sarah Van Hoosen Jones. We found 
Miss Jones in the oat field, super- 
vising the threshing crew, but she 
took time out to help her herdsman, 
Maurice Place, show us the bulls of 
which she is justly proud.

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KANDIYOH!I COUNTY FAIR 


Seven Holstein breeders in Kandi- 
yohi County, Minnesota, made up a 
big part of the dairy cattle show at 
the Kandiyohi County Fair, Septem- 
ber 14, 15, 16 and 17. Approximately 
seventy-five head of Holstein cattle 
were exhibited by the breeders in 
Kandiyohi County. One of the out- 
standing classes was the aged cow 
class with seventeen fine animals in 
the ring competing for the prize in 
that class. 

The first prize as well as champion 
female was awarded to H. S. Tallak- 
son, Willmar, Minnesota, on Nancy 
Dutchland Tidy 2nd, a daughter of 
Duke Ormsby Pietertje Pontiac. In 
addition to being an outstanding in- 
dividual in her class, she also has a 
butterfat record in the cow testing 
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association of 417 pounds, during her 
first and second lactation periods. 


The first prize aged bull was ex- 
hibited by Tallakson and Thompson 
being Sir Ormsby Crescent Johanna, 
formerly owned by John B. Irwin of 
Minneapolis. This bull also won first 
prize at the 1931 Minnesota State 
Fair. 

An outstanding animal in the 
younger classes was the senior bull 
calf exhibited by David Swenson 
whose six nearest dams averaged 
eleven pounds of butterfat. 


One of the interesting features in 
connection with the Holstein show at 
this county fair was that the exhibit- 
ors were strong believers in produc- 
tion as well as show type, which is 
borne out by the average production

“IT NEVER RAINS BUT IT POURS” 
It Is an old saying but some times 
only too true. Three years ago, a 
cow fell on Mr. H. E. Robertson and 
injured his back. It was not thought 
to be so serious at the time but as 
time went on, the seriousness be- 
came more apparent. The best doc- 
tors were sought and, since a year 
ago last May, Mr. Robertson has 
spent most of his time away from 
home in an effort to regain his 
health. This summer a severe wind 
and hail storm did considerable dam- 
age to his crops and now, to cap the 
climax, a large barn and silo with 
all contents, except the live stock, 
were completely destroyed by fire. 

Professional counsel has advised 
Mr. Robertson that, in regaining his 
health, it is best for him to curtail 
his business operations for another 
vear. With winter approaching, 
there are no facilities for housing 
the entire herd without rebuilding. 
Hence the decision to hold a reduc- 
tion sale at the farm on November 
3d, next. 

It is with reluctance that Mr. Rob- 
ertson came to. such a decision. 
Many reduction sales are held for 
the purpose of disposing of such 
animals as the owner no longer de- 
sires to keep, but not so here. 

A little over twelve years ago Mr. 
Robertson saw and admired his 
present farm. His admiration for 
the place culminated in its purchase. 
At the time he had a large farm in 
Ohio. Sensing the disadvantage in 
trying to operate two farms situated 
three or four hundred miles apart, 
he sold his entire holdings in Ohio. 
Immediately he sought to found and 
maintain the best pure bred Holstein 
herd possible. From its inception 
rigid selection has been enforced, 
there being no place in the herd for 
animals that, to him, did not seem 
to fit. 


The first great herd sire to head 
the herd was King Piebe of York, 
whose get have acquitted them- 
selves very well indeed over a very 
extensive show circuit, among his 
get being two Reserve All-Americans 
and a Reserve All-American Get of 
Sire. They have also made good at 
the pail, as attested by their fine 
string of records. King Piebe of 
York is by Piebe Laura Ollie Home- 
stead King and from a 1,000-lb. 3.9 
per cent daughter of King Segis 
Pontiac Count, these two bulls to- 
gether having five daughters that 
have surpassed the production of 
30,000 lbs. milk in a year and 18 


that have surpassed 1,000 lbs. but- 
ter, among them being the former 
U. S. champion, May Walker Ollie 
Homestead (1,523.2 lbs.) 

Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets was 
selected to follow on the daughters 
of King Piebe of York. His dam 
made over 1,100 lbs. butter in a year 
and she was a daughter of that great 
foundation matron, Beauty Beets 
Walker with over 1,000 Ibs. butter 
at 4% years. Sir Homestead Pon- 
tiac Beets was by King Segis Pon- 
tiac Count from a daughter of Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King. 

Upon the loss of Sir Pontiac 
Homestead Beets, different sons of 
him and King Piebe of York were 
used as junior sires until the present 
junior sire was selected. This bull, 
Piebe Homestead of York, represents 
just about all that could be desired 
in a herd sire. He is of superior 
dairy type and is transmitting this 
superior individual excellence with 
unerring certainty to his offspring. 
His dam, a 1,200-lb. four per cent 
cow from a 1,160-lb. dam, is sired 
by a son of Ormsby Sensation. His 
sire is an 868-lb. son of Dean of the 
Ormsbys. The 28 nearest A. R. 
S. O. dams of Piebe Homestead of 
York average 1,074 lbs. butter in a 
year. Twenty-one of these 28 have 
over 1,000 lbs., 10 have over 1,200 
lbs. and five have over 1,000 lbs. fat. 
Thirty-one sires in his ancestry have 
sired at least 220 1,000-lb. daugh- 
ters, 48 of these making over 1,000 
Ibs. fat. 

Every female in the nerd, except 
one, has a good yearly record. Rec- 
ords, made in the herd, range all the 
way up to two-year-olds with over 
22,000 lbs. milk and aged cows with 
27,500 lbs., nearly all with a high 
normal fat test. Many of the rec- 
ords were made under the handicap 
of being on the show circuit and 
most of them were made _ while 
standing in stanchions and _ with- 
out pampering for extreme pro- 
duction, many of them qualifying 
for the 10 months division, it being 
the policy to work for reproduction 
as well as production, this being a 
strictly farmer’s herd and not one 
kept as a hobby. Mr. Robertson’s 
business has been his farm and herd. 
They had to be made to pay. This 
is why animals, bred in this herd, 
have gone out and made such a 
splendid acount of themselves in this 
and foreign lands. 


As this is being printed 50 or 
more animals of this herd are out 
in exhibition at fairs. What other 


herd could select a similar number 
that would be creditable for show 
purposes. 

This is by no means a cull sale. 
Many of the present show herds are 
to be sold, animals, but for the ex- 
isting conditions, would not be for 
sale. Mr. Robertson emphatically 
stated that every animal led into the 
sales ring is pledged to absolute sale. 
Thus will be offered a golden oppor- 
tunity for the buying public to 
select high class herd sires and 
foundation females at their own 
price. 

In my experience of over a quarter 
of a century in this great Holstein 
industry there probably was never 
offered a better opportunity for one 
to revamp and strengthen his breed- 
ing operations. Everything works in 
cycles. There never yet was a de- 
pression that was not followed by 
better times and a better time for 
the farmer and dairyman is inevit- 
able.

Two years ago the Carnation Milk 
Farms of Seattle, Washington, made 
a shipment of several bulls and sev- 
eral heifers to a breeder near Rome, 
Italy. As Italian cattle have form- 
erly been purchased from Holland, 
considerable interest developed 
throughout the country in this im- 
portation and the opportunity to 
compare American cattle with those 
from Holland. That the comparison 
has left a favorable impression is 
indicated by the fact that a boat 
recently sailed for Italy carrying a 
son of Matador Segis Ormsby out of 
a thousand-pound daughter of Car- 
nation Segis Prospect and two 
daughters of Sir Inka May out of a 
thousand-pound daughter of Mata- 
dor Segis Walker. The first impor- 
tation into Italy consisted of daugh- 
ters and sons of several different 
Carnation herd sires and this latest 
one indicates a preference for Mata- 
dor Segis Ormsby, Sir Inka May and 


Carnation Segis Prospect. The pur- 
chase was made by Mr. Fratelli 
Dubinico of Milan, Italy. It is of 


interest to note that both heifers 
were bred to Carnation Chief, Car- 
nation’s youngest herd sire. This 
bull is a son of Matador Segis 
Ormsby out of the same dam as Car- 
nation Walker Hazelwood, the 
world’s greatest producing heifer.

establishment is making every year 
through careful breeding, constant 
testing and rigid culling. The unde- 
sirables, which creep into all herds 
of this size, appear to have all been 
eliminated and they have a good 
hard working herd of producers and 
breeding stock. 

I was especially interested to see 
the way their senior sire, Rawleigh 
Canary Posch, has developed. He 
will be remembered as a blue ribbon 
winner in state fair competition both 
as a two-year-old and as a three- 
year-old and now at six years old 
would be a hard one to beat at any 
show. His daughters are doing 
fine on test and they have so many 
of them that they recently offered 
him for sale and had him sold to a 
group of breeders in another county 
when the bank in which the group 
had their money went bust and the 
sale was off. 

Their junior sire, King Bessie 
Korndyke Creator, is also develop- 
ing into one of the best sons of 
“King Bessie’ and I don’t know how 
to say any more for any bull than 
that. His dam is a 30-lb. daughter 
of Creator and his calves, the old- 
est of which are coming one year 
old, are quite outstanding. 


The herd has been in C. T. A. 
work for many years and a string 
is being constantly run in Class B 
of the A. R. They have broken a 
large number of state records in 
this herd and an occasional World’s 
record as. well. They now have 
four daughters of old _ Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes Frisby in the herd. 
The oldest finished last year as a 
junior four-year-old with 24,682.4 
lbs. milk, 747.4 lbs. fat, also quali- 
fying for the 305-day division, thus 
setting a number of new high marks 
for the state in Class B. The second 
daughter finished recently with 
about 600 lbs. fat as a two-year-old 
in Class B, also qualifying for 305 
days. The third is a springing two- 
year-old and the fourth a yearling. 
“Old Frisby’’ herself, who broke the 
World’s Record for junior two-year- 
olds with over 32 lbs. butter and 
came back with over 41 lbs. as a 
junior four-year-old, died a little 
over a year ago after living to a 
ripe old age, when with three quart- 
ers of her udder entirely gone she 
milked up to 60 lbs. a day on the 
remaining quarter in just regular 
work. They have a herd of about 
sixty head with some 26 cows and 
heifers in milk at all times. 


At Farmington, Mo. 

Sunday afternoon I caught the 
train for Chicago and got a night 
train for St. Louis, where Guy Ken- 
nedy, herdsman at State Hospital 
No. 4, met me Monday morning and 
drove me 75 miles south to their 
place at Farmington. Here is a herd 
that I have been watching with a 
great deal of interest for several 
years, noting the improvement in 
their exhibits at Missouri State Fair 
each year and lately at the National. 
Many will remember their three- 
year-old heifer and their junior 
yearling, each of which placed third 
in the hot competition at the Na- 
tional last year and will be sorry 
to learn that the yearling died when 
she dropped a 150-pound calf, which 
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was also lost. The three-year-old, 
however, is doing fine and is ex- 
pected to exceed 22,000 lbs. in Class 
B this year. She is only one of their 
many fine daughters of Sir Matador 
Mead, one of two Carnation bulls 
that they purchased as calves in 
1926. This son of Matador Segis 
Ormsby would not take any prizes 
in the show ring himself but is do- 
ing wonders as a sire. In active 
service with him is the other Carna- 
tion bull, Prince Segis Beauty, a 
son of that noted transmitting sire, 
Hollywood Houwtje Segis, from a 
daughter of King Segis 10th. His 
daughters are not quite as outstand- 
ing as the Matadors, but are a good 
useful lot of cows and making good 
records. 

When the foundation herd was 
purchased in Wisconsin in 1926, 
among them were four daughters of 
Far Oaks Sir Homestead Darkness. 
When these four went on test they 
all made Class B records from 600 
to over 700 lbs. fat, which so im- 
pressed them that thew went East 
and bought the sire, who had made 
a great reputation as a show bull, 
having been three times” grand 
champion at Eastern States. They 
were able to get five more daughters 
by him before the staple that he had 
eaten some years before worked its 
way into his heart and caused his 
death. They also have one of his 
sons from a great producing daugh- 
ter of Sir Matador Mead growing up 
for service. Steward Norman Bugg 
and Herdsman Guy Kennedy make 
a good team and are doing a fine 
job of herd building at Farmington. 
They are not showing this year as 
the Board does not permit them to 
show outside the state and the sus- 
pending of the National left them 
only the one important show to 
make. 

At Fulton, Mo. 

Late Monday afternoon Guy Ken- 
nedy and I started for the state fair 
at Sedalia, taking Jerry Stevenson, 
test supervisor, along for ballast and 
other important purposes. We spent 
the night at Fulton, as well as the 
next night after the fair, as guests 
of Capt. Corey, steward of State 
Hospital No. 1. 


Their show herd was at the fair 
and their milking herd was at pas- 
ture, for although we rose at an 
early hour we found the milking all 
finished as their morning milking 
starts at 2 o’clock; but we did see 
their herd sire, Clover Lawn Ormsby 
Fobes, purchased in 1928, and who 
is one of the greatest proven sons of 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes. Their other 
herd sire, Admiral Traverse Pride, 
the old Arbu show bull, is now on 
detached service at Farmington, as 
I neglected to mention before. Both 
sires are getting them some good 
young animals and many of their 
older cows are sired by Rag Apple 
Ormsby Mercedes, a grandson of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Lass. 


And Finally, Elmwood 


Well, we saw a good show at 
Sedalia, came back to St. Louis for 
a ball game, thence to Springfield 
for Illinois State Fair, from which I 
rode home with Ray Arnold for a 
hasty visit to Elmwood Farms as the 
grand climax of my trip. What can 
I say that will give in cold type an 
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adequate idea of this wonderful 
herd? Here is a herd of over 300 
registered Holsteins without an un- 
desirable in the lot—ranging all the 
way from good useful dairy cows 
to super All-Americans—a _ herd 
where more top show honors are 
being won and more high records 
being made than any other herd in 
the country, and in addition, the 
leading herd of its size in C. T. A, 
work in the United States. The 
show herd, of course, was at the 
fairs, winning premier honors every- 
where, but the only evidence of 
their absence is an occasional empty 
stall. Here is row after row of 
marvelous breeding matrons, some 
past their best as producers but still 
dropping a valuable calf every year 

-others right in their prime and 
still others with the best part of 
their lives before them. Then the 
calf barn—what a display of type, 
quality and promise! Here we can 
see the future of Elmwood. And 
back in the wooded pasture the open 
feeding shed for the _ yearlings, 
where they grow and thrive and 
rough it until ready to bring in to fit 
for freshening. “King Bessie’”’ 
himself, at six years old, looks bet- 
ter than ever and counts that day 
lost when no cow is brought to his 
service. I understand they have 
about 100 cows in calf by him at all 
times. His son, ‘‘King Bessie 16th,’’ 
now out winning top honors with 
the show herd, has more than eighty 
heifers safe in calf. ‘‘Queen Bessie’”’ 
is believed-to be safe in calf by him 
and all are hoping that she will suc- 
ceed in carrying a calf this time. 
The older King Bessie daughters 
are milking heavily and testing well. 
The day I was there, ‘‘Evangeline,”’ 
last year’s All-American senior 
yearling, had just undergone a 
serious operation for an_ interior 
abcess but they were hoping for an 
early recovery. She is one of their 
best prospects. 

And so back to Chicago and home 
again, having in ten days. visited 
eleven important herds in four 
states and attended two state fairs, 
one county fair and one state field 
day. 


A total of 50,330 cows were tested 
during June in C. T. A. work in Cali- 
fornia, with 12,323 producing 40 Ibs. 
fat or more during the month. Over 
500 head were reported as culled from 
dairy herds within this period. The 
list of high cows include four above 
100 lbs. fat for the month, the top 
figure being for a grade Jersey which 
produced 114.6 lbs. fat, 1,710 lbs. milk. 
The other three were pure bred of 
grade Holsteins producing 104.4 Ibs. 
fat, 2,430 lbs. milk, 102.9 lbs. fat and 
2,190 lbs. milk and 101 Ibs. fat, 2,016 
Ibs. milk respectively. The list of in- 
dividual producers included Holsteins, 
Guernseys and Jerseys in about equal 
numbers.
